The Elks have lust become 
the second organization to 
withdraw an offer of a 
ball. 

Mr. Welch* of course, 
should be allowed to speak 
here. People who think they 
shouldn't “dignify" Welch by 
allowing him the use of re- 
spectable facilities are mis- 
taken. Nothing can dignify 
a bad idea, just as nothing 
can prevent a good idea from ! 
being heard. 

Proscription is not the way to handle Mr* 
Welch. Neither is ridicule, which is the at- 
torney genera Vs suggestion. Ridicule leaves un- 
answered toe question of why people listen to 
Welch. 

They listen to him tor two reasons They 
are afraid id Communists. They want a sim- 
ile. single culprit for all the day's complex!- 
ffcs. Fear of communism can be replaced by 
acitness to it very simply, by learning ex- 
actly what it is. Once we know whnt it is, we 
Iratn what ft isn't. When we know what it 



isn't we km w not to blame everything 
don't like— the Supreme Court, taxes, 
on Reds. That's the first step toward inxler- 
slanding the complicated state of the world 
today.

Now Atlanta is to have a visit from a man 
named Robert Welch. Examine him ctatieJy. Be 
seeks to advance political conservatism by mb- 
merging it in anfr-Cammunisl hog wash and catling it patriotism. Sis 
judgment is teeredibic, kte ladies are causing concern to the Justice 
Department, and his movement, the John Blech Society, is engaged 
m a destructive vigilante action under the wrapper of anticommu- 
nism, FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has warned Americans to shun 
inept vigilante action or risk lending impetus to communism. 

What does Robert Welch, who served for seven years on the 
board of the National Assn, oi Manufacturers, believe? "My firm 
belief that t>wighi Eisenhower is a dedicated, conscious agent of the 
Communist conspiracy is based m. an accumulat ton of detailed 
evidence m extensive and so paipahle that St seems to put this 
conviction beyond any reasonable doubt n Welch wrote on Page 287 
of a manuscript called "the Politician "

How dues he react to criticism? When his ridiculous statement 
about Eisenhower began backfiring, Welch issued a ringing denial that 
he had ever called Ike "a card-carrying Communist/’ 

And of course he hadn't called Ike "a card-carrying Communist/* 
He had called him a '“dedicated, conscious agent of the </dmmuniat 
conspiracy," and since he couldn't deny that, he denied something 
else which hr lindn’1 culled Ike in the first place. 

This is a tactic typical of the Birch movement. It holds the public 
intelligence in such lew respect that it presumes to flimflam it. 
Welch's written instructions to members of how to ask loaded qu ca- 
tions explains "The question technique, wfera skillfully used in this 
way, is mean and dirty, But the Commiufsis are after ad meaner 
and dirtier.” 

Welch's vision of a mean bod dirty America is unacceptable to 
those who briieve the strength of freedom lies in its fairness and 
cleanliness. But Welch has his own ideas there, too "Democracy/' 
he has written, "is merely a deceptive phrase, a weapon oi dema- 
goguery and a perennial fraud" 

Presumably he was splitting the okj hair and terming Amerka 
a republic, not. a democracy. Bid even the republican form <sE govern- 
ment, be wrote, while having many aarneUons under certain favor- 
able conditions, "leads itself loo readily to infiltration, distortion and 
disruption," 

Seemingly discontent with the American system, he formed the 
Birch grrnift "to be a monofrlrnr body" under "completely authority 
tive coni rot" with members "subject to fsmootbiy functioning direc- 
tion from the tup,"

It has recently come to our attention that an individual is now work- 
ing in the Atlanta area for the ostensible purpose of setting up a 
political coalition of all n patriotic” organisations. While the gen- 
eral purpose of this organisation is to stop the integration movement, 
the manner in which this is being conducted is highly i nf lama tory. 

While the individuals involved may be completely sincere and innocent of 
any direct intention of inciting civil strife, the approach used seems 
to be designed to fan the resentment toward integration into a hatred of 
the negro to the point from which open violence and mob action could re- 
sult from the slightest provocation. 

This fits too closely into the pattern of action mentioned by Hr, Welch 
on page 29 of the Blue Book which reads:

IT IS BECAUSE, ACCORDING TO THE CONSTITUTION, THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HAS 
ABSOLUTELY NOTHING TO DO, LEGALLY, WITH PUBLIC EDUCATION : BECAUSE EVERY 
AMERICAN, WHITE OR BUCK, SHOULD HAVE THE RIGHT TO SELECT HIS OWN ASSO- 
CIATES FOR EVERY ENTERPRISE AND OCCASION; AND BECAUSE ALL OF THE TROUBLE 
OVER INTEGRATION — WHICH IS DOING INESTIMABLE DAMAGE TO BOTH THE WHITE 
AND BUCK RACES — IS COMMUNIST INSPIRED, ENCOURAGED, AND IMPLEMENTED 
FOR COMMUNIST PURPOSES,"
